Ay serious bunching of long-fed, heavy cattle on the 
market may not appeal for several months 
Prices for intermediate and low grades of steers and 
heifers along with cows and bulls probably will hold 
ip better than Choice and Prime cattle during any Feb- 
ruary-March price dip and will work somewhat higher 
during the spring months. The supply of such cattle 
normally shrinks at that time. Supplies of cow meat, 
especially, are likely to run short. 


Stocker and feeder cattle prices probably will 
be steady to strong during the next three or four months, 
although further rise is likely to be small. Demand for 
feeder cattle will continue strong because of the abun- 
dance of cheap hay and feed grain and good profit 
margins on the fed cattle going to market, but prices 
$5-8 a cwt. over a year~ago and highest in 5 years are 
stirring a little buver resistance which will increase if 
Ptime and Choice slaughter cattle prices turn down- 
ward. More cattle suitable for the feedlot will be coming 
off wheat pastures in late winter and early spring. Light 
stock cattle prices will continue steady to a little higher 
until spring grazing demand begins to subside which 
usually is not until late April or early May. 

It will pay to get as many cattle as you can finished and 
marketed in February and early March, especially heavy 
cattle. Sales early in the month are likely to be best, 
but wait for a minor price bulge.

Slaughter in the near future may run about the same as 
a year earlier but will soon begin to run ahead. Hog 
supplies haven't always checked out with the pig survey 
In view of the favorable hog-feed price ratio for the 
last 14 months, the crop estimate may be low this time 
Also, the December price rise is likely to lead to more 
late spring pigs than the survey indicated. Besides the 
uptrend here, hog production is rising in some other 
countries which may mean smaller export demand for 
pork and lard, if not more pressure from, imports in 
the year ahead. 

It seems best to keep topping out at light weights on 
brief upturns. Better not let ‘em get heavy waiting for 
bigger bulges. Price discrimination against weight Is 
likely to increase. Sorting for grade is increasing slowly 
and that also puts heavies at a disadvantage. Head for 
early markets throughout the year—by early farrowing, 
fast growth and selling ‘em light. Unless you're a low- 
cost producer, better cut back rather than increase your 
breeding herd after mid-1958.
